IN THE CLAIMS 


1. (Three* Times Amended) A process for the preparation of 
a malted cereal/ comprising: introducing activated spores in an 
amount of (about 1 X 10 2 to \abouty X 10 7 per gram per gram of dry 
cereal to a cereal before orNdu-ring a malting process, the 
activated spores being present on the cereal in an amount which 
is effective for providing the malted cereal with an increased 
enzyme activity, the increased enzyme activity being greater than 
the enzyme activity which is obtained by the same malting process 
but with dormant spores. 
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
